At the time of his death thie figure had 
been reduced to four and his payroll 
totaled about $34. He worked his few 
employés in shifts so that all might 
work part of the time. He had no 
enemies or business troubles further 
than an altereation with a forewom- 
an whom he discharged three weeks 
ago.

KIEL, Germany, Nov. 20—A pair of 
gray submarines lie alongside the dock 
here the American sonderklaase yachts 
were moored during their last visit to 
Kiel.

Ald. Ellis Geiger, who has been con- 
vinced by the catalogue of current crime 
in the police “ squeal book” that Chief 
Gleason actually needs 1,500 additional 


will introduce in the council an emer- 
gency appropriation ordinance designed 
to put every eligible candidate for the 
police force in uniform immediately— 
some of them by tomorrow night if pos- 
sible. 


Calls for $40,000. 

This ordinance is expected to call for 
an appropriation of between $35,000 and 
$40,000 for the purpose of paying the 
salaries of the men one month. Attached 
to it, in all probability, will be an order 
directing the finance committee to make 
provision for the full number of new 
policemen needed in its budget for 1915. 
it is probable, too, some action will be 
asked for to mitigate the more academic 
features of police civil service examina- 
tions, in order that good, brawny thief 
catchers who may be a bit shy in arith- 
metic or history may not be barred. 

To rush the work of getting rid of the 
criminals of the city, Chief Gleason has : 
pledged himself to dig all policemen out 
of special assignment jobs from which 
they can be spared without jeopardizing 
the efficiency of the department. One 
of the conditions which many aldermen 
have attached to their support. of the 
emergency measure is that all “ soft 
snaps" be eliminated and that all the 
new men who may be added to the force 
be started petrolliang the streets at 
night. 


Whether it desires to stand responsibie 
far the continuance of holdups, burglar- 
‘es. and murders throughout the city 
after nightfall. He ‘will tell his fellow 
aldermen that the city faces a reign of 
terror from criminals such as never be- 
fore existed in its history. 

An anticipated motion from Ald. 
Charles E. Merriam—the single direct op- 
ponent of an increase inne police force— 
to refer the ordinance to the finance 
committee will be met by the answer 
that to invoke red tape in a crisis like 
the present would bé about as sensible 
as for firemen to sit on a curbstone com- 
paring data during a conflagration. 

“Tt is now or never,” said Ald, Geiger, 
‘n sketching his plans for tonight's 
meeting. ‘“‘I have asked Corporation 
Counsel John W. Beckwith to prepare 
the emergency appropriation ordinance 
in legal form so that it will be in shape 
for immediate passage and be put into 
effect immediately. /

Gleason to Show “Squeal Book.” 
Chief Gleason spent most of the day in- 
vestigating the most recent murders. He 
promised to have the “ squeal book ”’ on 
hand at the council meeting for the benefit 
of the aldermen. 

“I'm glad to see the aldermen alive to 
‘the situation,” said Chief Gleason. “I 
have received a communication from Ald. 
Geiger and will give him all the informa- 
tion he requires to present to the council. 
“The councilmen, too, can help me get 
rid of many special assignments hamper- 
ing the department. If I can get the 1,500 
new men and get rid of this special assign- 
ment business, we can make a clean sweep 
of crime and have just as good a record 
as any other city. But I have got to have 
the men td do it.” 


Merriam’s Views of Case. 

Ald. Merriam, the persist@nt objector 
to the measure, said he would ask to 
have it referred to the finance commit- 
tee. 

“The crime report is coming out about 
Jan. 1, and there will be plenty of time 
for the finance committee to consider it 
before the finalipassing of the budget,”’ 
Said Ald. Merriam. ‘“‘ This business be- 
longs before the finance committee, and 
should not be rushed through the coun- 
cil. I do not believe that more men are 
needed, if the politics, graft, corruption, 
and apparent protecting of notorious 
haunts of criminals are done away with. 
Fecling as I do, I must oppose Ald. Geig- 
er’s proposed measure.”’ 

To secure suspension of the rules for 
the passage of Ald. Geiger’s ordinance 
will require a two-thirds vote of the coun- 
cil members present. After suspension 
of the rules thirty-six votes in favor of 
the ordinance will be necessary for its 
passage.

Keinhold Gerarkie of 3818 South Sisenées 
street and Louis Krueger of 8315 Win- 
chester avenue had been attending a 
dance in Hodcarriers’ hall at Harrison 
and Green streets Saturday night. They 
had just left the hall when five men with 
revolvers stepped up to them and ordered 
them to hold up their hands. Their arms 
were upstretched and one of the robbers 
was about to search them when Police- 
man Frank Freemuth, detailed at the 
dance hall, reached the sidewalk. 


Revolver Duel in Street.

each electric bulb he came to, but.none 
of them lighted. Then he found the body 
and looked for a switch. He found a 
switch box outside of the office door on 
the wall of the landing. He pulled down 
the lever and the lights which he had 
turned on flared up. The bulb over Ems- 
heimer’s desk, which he had not touched, 
also lit. 

On the corner under the switch box was 
found the upper part of an iron letter 
box, the kind about six inches wide and 
a foot long, which are hung on walls. It 
had been broken, Qn the wall about two 
steps down were two screw holes, which 
appeared to mark the spot where the 
box had been. The holes looked as if the 
screws had been jerked out—as if the 
box had been torn off—recently. 


Apron Stuffed in Opening. 

Under the switch box were found three 
fuse boxes, the middie one of which 
partly covered an old letter slot in the 
partition between the landing and Mr. 
Emsheimer’s inner office. In this slot 
was found a small black apron which had 
been stuffed tightly so as to close the 
opening entirely. Through this opening 
a person, by stooping, might look into 
the little office and see anyone sitting 
in Mr. Emshe:mer’s chair. The same 
person, by reaching upward, could put 
the lights out im the office or on the whole 
fioor. 

The theory was advanced that an as- 
sailant who wished to gain entrance to 
the place, once having entered the street 
door ard! come up the steps, could switch 
off the light.

SONS STICK TO STORY. 


A murder mystery with no positive proof 
that a murder has been committed is the 
predicament in which the state’s attor- 
ney’s office and authorities of the village 
of Burr Oak find themselves.

DISTRICT OPENS 
Maser and Police. Chief 


Sanction Operation of Re- 
‘sorts Closed in July. 


Gary, Ind.p Nov, 29.—[{Special.]—The 
“red light” district réopened here to- 
night with the sanction of the mayor 
and the chief of police. The administra- 
tion announced that the policy of sup- 
pression, which has been in effect since 
July 29, has been practically a failure. 

The authorities found it impossible to 
prevent disorderly houses from spring- 
ing up in residence sections of the city. 
‘They explained the protection of the com- 
munity demanded a segregated district 
under strict police regulation. 

A secret meeting of the Gary associa- 
tion of ministers was heid with the sup- 
posed purpose of attacking the adminis- 
tration’s change of policy. :It was re- 
ported a delegation of clergymen will 
call on the mayor today and demand the 
closing of the district with the threat that 
otherwise impeachment proceedings will 
be instituted.
